But in re-stating their views on 


spending tax money in parochial 
schools, both took a 
conciliatory 
tack that plainly was aimed 
at 


halting the controversy which their 
original e x c h a n g e helped to 
spread. 


The squabble was 
touched off 
when Mrs. Roosevelt, in her col- 
umn "My Day." spoke kindly of 
an aid-to-education bill sponsored 
by Rep. Graham A. Barden, (D 
NO, which would 
deny 
federal 


money to parochial schools. 


On July 22 the 
cardinal 
pub 
lished a letter to Mrs. Roosevelt, 
citing what he called her "record 
of anti-Catholicism" and asserting 
she wrote 
from 
ignorance, not 


knowledge. He said her stand was 
'unworthy of an American moth- 
er." 


Mrs. Roosevelt, in her column, 


denied the assertions. And in a let- 
ter to the cardinal she reminded 
him that "the final judgment. . . 
of the worthiness of 
all 
human 
beings is in the hands of God." 


In last night's 
statement 
the 


cardinal said 
Catholics 
are 
not 


asking for "general" public 
sup- 
port for religious schools. But he 
said Catholics do want assurance 
that students in all schools, pri- 
vate and public, will share alike 
in distribution of "auxiliary serv- 
ices," such as transportation, free 
textbooks, and health aid. 


"The federal aid controversy re- 


solves a r o u n d these incidental 
benefits to school children, 
and 
around them alone," he said. 


Mrs.' Roosevelt,' w oherad the 
cardinal's statement 
in 
advance 
called it 
"clarifying 
and 
fair." 


She said he had 
emphasized 
a 


point important to many 
Ameri- 


cans: That no federal 
funds for 


schools can be used except as pro- 
vided in the constitution. 


"That means that funds appro- 
priated for school buildings, 
the 


maintenance of school 
buildings, 


the equalization of school terms. . 
and the improvement in teachers' 
salaries. . . can only be available 
to public schools," she said. 


One Democratic leader who did 


not want to be quoted by name 
said the 
joint 
statements 
were 
"encouraging." But there was no 
indication they would 
prod con- 
gress into action at this time. 


After a conference on the issue 


yesterday with President Truman,

By HAL BOYLE 
New York, 
In the old days 


a Hollywood 
script 
writer 
had 


very little to live for. 


He supported a house or two, a 


wife or three, some children, 
a 


few servants — and 
a 
five-star 


ulcer. This brought him little hap- 
piness for after all, he was only 
a writer. 


And in the hierarchy of Holly- 


wood a writer was just a $l,500-a- 
week object of charity. His forlorn 
paper dream—the 
script — was 


hacked by the producer, miscon- 
ceived by the director, ambushed 
by the actors, and left writhing 
on the floor by the film cutler. 


The only thing left of his origi- 


nal product—in many cases— was 
a comma here and there. And you 
can't hear a comma on the .screen. 


Today all tins is changed. It is 


now possible for movie wrtiers to 
.get ahead in the 
world 
without 


(marrying the daughter of the man 
jwho owns the studio. There is a 
happy ending for them now too. 
They can work their way up to 


become directors, producers 
and 


—yes—even film cutters. Some of 
them now write, produce, direct 
and cut the film. They run 
the 


show from idea to screen. 


This is all to the good—in the 


opinion of Sidney Buchman who 
spent a decade as a writer before 
he became a producer. 


"In some studios 75 per cent of 


.the producers are writers or for- 
mer writers," he said. "And about 
half are carrrying out both func- 
tions." 


Buchman, 47, is an expressive- 


featured man who looks and yes- 
lures mure like E/.io Piir/.a or John 
Barryrnore than a man who got 
his 
callouses 
studying 
a 
type- 


writer. 


"If a man has the skill to write 


a fine script," he said, "he cer- 
tainly should have the judgment 
to carry it out—to know whether 
ia set is riqhl or 
a 
costume is 
right. 


"When a writer trying to imple- 


ment his work in film first comes 
down from the ivory tower, 
he 


falters a bit, 
then 
takes 
to 
it 


like a duck takes to water. 


"After all who -has a better un- 


derstanding of the script than the 
man who writes it? Why shouldn't 
he be able to pick and direct the 
cast and see that they carry 
out 


his own conceptions? And as 
for 


cutting the film, what is that but 
another rewriting technique?" 


Buchman 
himself 
wrote 
such 


scripts as "The Sign of the Cross," 
"T h e o d o r a Goes Wild," "Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington," and 
"Here Comes Mr. Jordan." 


Ho became a producer in 1937 


and is best known for his music 
dramas, including "A Song To .Re- 
member." based on the 
life 
of 


Chopin. His lates Us "Jolson Sings 
Again," a Columbia production. 


"f like the music drama form 


and I want to do more," he said. 


"The phase of our cultural life 


that people are least 
acquainted 


with is great music, and they don't 
know the importance of this type 
of genius. The 
great composers 


contribute as much to the world 
as any man." 


Buchman plans to make films 


presenting more classical and op- 
eratic music, climaxed finally by 
a picture on Beethoven's life. 
"That one," 
he 
said, 
"would 


have to be right. The others could 
be only practice pieces for it."

Foreign Aid

after running a gauntlet of sharp 
senate debate for days.

The cyily obstacle still confront- 
ing the money bill—and not a very 
big one—is an amendment by Sen- 
ator Kern (R-Mo) to bar recovery 
aid to any nation in the

try. 


The move is aimed particularly 
at Britain's socialization program. 


Senate leaders see no difficultly 
ahead in brushing aside the Kem 
proposal. It was ruled out of order

There long seems to have been 


sentiment in the north to "reunify" 
Korea (which all Koreans want, 
one way or another) but to do it

But there's s o m e t h i n g else 
worth noting about the southern 
army. It 
contains 
thousands of 
young Koreans who bore 
arms 
under Japan. Just how many is 
not known but I am told by some 
Koreans that there may be as 
many as 30,000—roughly a third of 
President Rhee's present land force 
which he wants to quadruple. 


The story is that 
there 
were 


about 100,000 young Korenas who 
joined or were drafted into 
the 
Japanese , army. 
After the war 


ended, they bore the stigma 
of 


collaboration in the great wave of 
hatred against all who had worked 
with the Japanese. They had trou- 
ble finding jobs. 
Many 
became 


tramps 
and 
bandits; 
some of 


course joined the communists. 


But thousands of them got into 
the southern Korean army, where 
they naturally are interested 
in 
any situation which might improve 
their lot and that of their fellows 
who didn't get it. My information 
is that their main idea of'how to 
do this is ta^reunify-the country1 
by reconquering the north. 
They think it would make them 
all heroes.

cut in reserve 
requirements—the 


proportion of deposits that banks 
may not lend—in order to make 
an extra $1,800,000,000 available for 
loan or investment this month. 


It was the third time this year 


the board has thus increased the 
supply of loan funds available be- 
sides taking such other business- 
bracing steps as removal of con- 
sumer 
credit 
restrictions 
and 
making it easier to buy stocks on 
credit. 


Neither of the previous cuts in 


bank reserve 
requirements, the 
latest of them in early May, made 
even a dent in the record-making, 
.$2,750.000,000 27-week-lons drop in 
bunk loans to business. That drop 
lasted until this past week. 


As businessmen shied away from 


borrowing money for the purchase 
pt goods they might gel stuck with 
in a price decline they sought oth- 
er ways to invest their money. One 
result was heavy purchases of gov- 
ernment securities from other in- 
vestors. 


Financial experts here think the 
same thing will occur this time, 
although business borrowing—hav- 
ing finally taken its first mild up- 
turn—should 
continue 
to 
climb 


until November while businessmen 
build up inventory for the ball and 
Christmas season. 


The government, on the other 


hand, is just getting started at 
borrowing to make up the gap be- 
tween its income ami its outgo—

400 Killed 
in Ecuador 
Earthquake 


Quito, Ecuador, Aug. 6 (UP)— 


Rescue workcrs 
reported 
today 


tremors 
that shattered 30 


cities and towns in the area some 
70 miles south of Quito. 


The city ot Ambato, in the cen- 


ter of the 
quake area was 
one 


third destroyed. Officials reported 
300 killed in Ambato alone, 60 in 
one church that collapsed. 


The first tremor struck at

p. m. yesterday and was followed 
by 14 other long, slow earth waves, 
according to the Quito observatory. 
Experts said it was presumed that 
an entire range 
of

Andes 
mountains was collapsing. 


The quake destroyed sections of 
the pan-American highway south 
of Quito, hindering rescue work, 
and caused a serious interruption 
in communications. 


The

The rescue caravans 
were ordered to the disaster area 
but were delayed by the blocked 
roads.
